•he was found dead on the bed. 


She was clad only in a night robe. 


!A rial which had contained mor- 
phine was on the bed and upon a chair 
.was her clothing folded neatly. The 
dress and linen were of expensive ma- 
terials. Sealed in an envelope, which 
bore no address, a note was found on 
the table. It read: 


"To Whoever You 'May Be: Please 


*> not try to find out who I am, I aak 
ant! beg of you, whoever you may be, 
and, remember, it is my last favor I 
aak on earth, as a dying woman. And 
for ray mother's sake, do not try. Jast 
leave to Anny. I don't care what yon 
to with my body. Remember, please, 
dont try. ?or my mother's sake." 
HTnere was no signature to the note.

tales about mad dogs, to stories of men 
hitten by (legs with rabies. At one mo- 
ment be wished to know bow to ewe 
hyiiiopBCbia, at the next he deliberate- 
ly excited bis o-sva fears that he wonld 
die from it. 


Finally while Glenn was at work an 


uiisccusKHHed draught of air struck 
him, and he began to shiver. This hy- 
drophobia maniac bad carefully studied 
all the symptoms of real hydrophobia. 
He had learned that sapersKusitiveness 
cf the skin ia one characteristic of the 
disease. He began to shiver, He said to 
himswlf: "At last this is the beginning 
cf the end. There can be BO longer 
donbt; I am doomed." 


He went home, -went; to bed and sent 


for Dr. Clark of Forest HilJ. The doctor 
beard the history cf the case, learned of 
the dog bites, learned that siz week? 
had elapsed siaoe they -were inflicted. 
Then he examined his patient, whom 
the bgbtest breeze threw almost into 
convrjigjons, who was beginning to have 
a rigidity of the jaw and pharynx, who 
could with difficulty swallow water. 
Bat Or. Clark's patient was cunning, 
a* all each madmen are. Glenn did not 
tell his physician of the feara that had 
tortured him. Or. Clark knew that 
cage* of real hydrophobia are infinitely 
more common than cases of simulated 
hydrophobia. So Dr. Clark Bald: 


"This looks much like a case of hy- 


drophobia. It h&s many of the symp- 
toms. " 


That sounded like a death knell to 


Glenn. Bet what man, mad or sane, 
abandons hope of living? Next day 
Glenn called in Dr. P. H. Winana of 
Washington avenue, Jersey City. By 
that time Glenn was frothing at the 
month and barking like a dog. 


To place * glaas of water to his lips 


wan to throw him into a fearful corral- 
HOD. Dr. Winans got aocemplete history 
jof Glenn'* illness from his friends. He 
learned** the roan'* intense fears and 
bow they grew upon hint and mastered 
fata. Be fount, too, wrae *yn>ptonj* of 
pneumonia that were not wriona, and 
that certainly had nothing to do with 
hydrophobia, real or simulated. 


"This mini has cot hydrophobia," 


caid Dr. Winang, "but be think* he 
ha*, and in this ease it ia a* bad. He i* 
hot the deepest mental depression. He is 
rare he will die of hydrophobia, a,nd be 
Will unless rho thought can be driven 
foras bis mind. Send him to a hospital. 
1'Jjd change of aeene may act favor 
ably." 


Glenn afc first refused to go to the 


hospital. But at last he consented and 
was taken to St .Michael's hospital. 
There for awhile he showed all the 
symptom* cf the disease that existed 
only in bis mind. As he sank the symp- 
toms of pneumonia beraaoe more plain. 
Bat there can be rn earthly doubt that 
this Hercules frightened himself to 
death. 


There were rumors in Belleville that 


JeroUnnen's dog had bitten a number of 
{Aiisuns, and threats against vagrant 
dogs have been uttered. Bat now it is 
certain, as always, that there will be 
uo hydrophobia in Belleville nnlessdogs 
go mad and unless men's fcam drive 
them into a homd similitude of the 
disease.— N«w Yr/rk Journal.

many other minor differences. Yet 
even tbeee generalizations would be 
met by so many scattered excep- 
tions as to be of subordinate value. 
Every regimental or even brigade 


comes to know after 


awhile who are the men in his com- 
mand wbo covet danger, who are 
the men who pimply face it when 
it is inevitable and who are the men 
who need watching lest they actual-! 
ly flinch. And all this is equally 
true whether they be white or 
black. "Two o'clock in the morning 
courage," in Napoleon's phrase, is 
a thing that belongs to the minority 
in every race, and it is probably no 
mow abundant, and yet no rarer, 
among black soldiers than among 
white. 


Two peculiar traits of the black 


troops grew out of their former 
state of servitude. When serving 
on tbeir own soil or even on soil 
and under conditions resembling 
their own, they bad the great ad- 
vantage of local knowledge. They 
were not only ready to serve as 
guides, but they were virtually their 
own guides. They were serviceable 
aa Indian scouts are serviceable; 
they could find tbeir way in the 
dark, guess at the position of an en- 
emy, follow a trail, extract knowl- 
edge from others of their own race, 
and all this in a way no white man 
could rival Enterprises from which 
the bravest white man might shrink 
unaided could sometimes be safely 
transacted by black soldiers, or in 
their company. 


Again, they had to sustain them 


tbe vast stakes of personal freedom 
and that of their families. Say 
what one pleases, they aU desired 
their freedom—I never encountered 
an exception—and it gave them a 
peculiar stimulus apart from that of 
tbe white soldier. Tbe latter bad at 
stake his flag, his nation, his com- 
rades, his life; the black soldier, if 
be bad been a slave, had all these 
things risked upon the issue and 
one tiling more—-his personal free- 
dom, with that oi his household. 
The negro regiments themselves 
recognized this and had a feeling 
that they were playing for higher 
prizes than their white associates. 
Let the Confederacy succeed, and 
they would be remanded into slav- 
ery, while the white soldiers would 
simply lay down their arms and go 
home. No one wbo did not serve 
with them and have their confidence 
could know the great strength of 
this feeling ia their hearts.

peculiar to the miners' colling there u 
mdence that, with one, or perhaps two, 
exceptions, tberp are ceoe ench. These 
exceptions are an affection of the eye, 
termed "nystagmus," and, in a leader 
degree, that disease of the respiratory 
organs which usually goes by the name 
of miners' asthma. Nyitagmna, al 
thongh not a prevalent affection, is one 
with well marked symptoms directly 
traceable to the posture of the collier 
while at work. 


The symptom* are oscillation with 


more or less of a rolling motion of the 
eyeballs, giddiness, with headache, and 
the appearance of objects moving in a 
circle, or lights dancing before the eyes. 


In severe cases the person affected 


may stumble and be so much incon- 
venienced as to be obliged to stop work. 
Or. Simeon Snell of Sheffield has giv n 
this disease special attention for about 
30 years and ha* published the results 
of bis investigations, which show be- 
yond all reasonable donbt that nystag- 
mus ia confined almost entirely to those 
underground workmen .•rho are engaged 
in holing or nndercntting the coal, and 
i* due to the miners' habit of looking 
upward above the horizontal line of 
vision, and more or lea* obliquely while 
at work lying on his side. It has been 
observed also in firemen and others who 
have occasion frequently to examine 
the roof, turning the eyes obliquely 
while doing so. Any other occnpation 
in which the person may habitually 
turn the eyes upward and sideways vrill 
induce nystagmus.—Coal Trade Jour- 
nal.

TRIED TO INSURE GUITEAU. 


* Joka Tfcac Helped I* Kill Dnthbcd 1»- 


•urauco lu fciuujrUiMiiib 


The folluwiu.; x» the M«ry cf the 


pretendod fffort to in»Jie Guiteau's 
lite. The rciwm* was conceived by 
two young !awye», and, aitliuugh 
they began it as a jukti, tb«re were 
many wbo took it seriously. One 
of its results was to help to kill 
'•destbbod insurance" in the eastern 
part of tbe United States. 


Garfield was thot in July, 1SS1, 


and the trial of the assassin began 
in November, ISsl, uud endud with 
a verdict of guilty on Jan. 25, 1S63. 
Guiteau was hanged on June 30, 
1882. At this time the deathbed in- 
surance craze was at high water 
mark, many of tho companies tak- 
ing all kinds of risks. One evening 
in February, 1682, two young attor- 
neys here were talking of Guitoau, 
for whom an application for a new 
trial bad just been made. One of 
the attorneys suggested that they 
attempt to insure Gniteau's life, as 
a means of bringing ridicule on the 
"graveyard companies." They talk- 
ed of it to a resident of Reading who 
at that time held a political office in 
Washington. 


He entered into the joke and 


thought he could arrange the Wash 
ington end of the affair. Going back 
to Washington, the Berks county 
politician told a newspaper man 
there of the business of tbe insur- 
ance companies in Beading, and also 
of the scheme of insuring Guiteau. 
Meanwhile, the attorneys made 
written application for $100,000 in- 
surance on Guiteau's life The ap-1 
plication nearly got the jokers into 
trouble. Among the many life in- 
surance concerns in Reading at the 
time was one that did not prop- 
erly come under the designation of 
a deathbed company. By accident a 
blank of this particular company 
was filled out in due form and for- 
warded to the Washington newspa- 
per man. His part was to take it to 
Goiteau and try to secure his signa- 
ture. 


The reporter visited Guiteau and 


told him that a firm of insurance 
agents in Reading, thinking that be 
might secure a new trial and even- 
tually escape the gallows, considered 
him a good risk and wanted to in- 
sure him for 1100,000. The reporter 
gave Guitean to understand that 
neither he nor his friends would 
have to pay any of the assessment;,, 
that would be attended to in Read- 
ing. Guiteau was also told that tbe 
agents would make it worth his 
while to sign the application. Al- 
though no figures were mentioned, 
he was left under the impression 
that his heira might expect $25,000 
should ho be executed. Guiteau lis- 
tened to the scheme and then smiled. 
He knew the newspaper oun, and 
told him b.9 thought the entire mat- 
ter a joke. Tho reporter knew it 
was, but did not Buy so. Guiteau 
declined to sign then. 


The following flay the Washing- 


ton newspaper appeared with a long 
article, saying that a graveyard in- 
surance company at Roading want- 
ed to place £100,000 insurance on 
Guiteau's life 
The name of the 


company was given. The article 
was in the form of an exposure and 
said that large KUITSS of money Lad 
been offered to secure Guiteau's sig- 
nature and that a large sum was to 
go to the at-«assin's heirs. Tho news 
was sent all over the country subse- 
quently. 


By this time the Reading origina- 


tors of the scheme were beginning 
to find that they had succeeded be- 
yond their expectations. The offi- 
cers of the company whose name 
was connected with the affair went 
on a still hunt for the schemers and 
lawsuits were threatened. Then the 
New York and New England papers 
took up the subject. Long articles 
appeared calling attention to the 
deathbed or graveyard insurance 
companies doing business in eastern 
Pennsylvania, and especially in 
Reading. Next the insurance pa- 
pers of England took up the mutter 
They cited the Pennsylvania death- 
beds as samples of American life in- 
surance. One daily paper in San 
Francisco called the attempt to in- 
sure Guitean a disgrace on humani- 
ty. It is said by those conversant 
with their affairs that the Guiteau 
episode, as much as anything else, 
assisted in wiping out deathbed in- 
surance concerns.—Reading (Pa.)

Under the guidance of a committee of 


the Boyal society of London a number 
of borings have been sent through the 
deposits of the Kile delta, and concern- 
ing the latest of these, sunk at Zagazig, 
a report has beeu published by Professor 
1. W. Judo, P. B. 8. The boring pene- 
trates the alluvial deposits to a depth 
of 846 feet For the first 115 feet the 
strata passed through consisted of alter- 
nations of desert sand and Nile mud. 
Beyond 115 feet a noteworthy change 
was found to occur, the beds first pene- 
trated and extending down to 115 feet 
being a mass of coarse sand and shingle. 
With alight interruptions the shingle 
bed* continued to the deepest point of 
the boring, the individual fragments 
nearly all perfectly rounded, being of 
all sizes ap to that of a hen's egg. This 
Motion conforms very closely with one 
that bad been previously obtained at 
Eosetta. 


The conclusion reached so far from 


the evidence, and one that ia firmly held 
by Profswor Jndd. i« that the aobdelta 
formations represent a series of deposits 
which were formed under totally differ- 
ent conditions from those which prevail 
in northeastern Africa at the present 
time. The land must have stood at an 
elevation at least from 100 to 300 feet 
higher than at present, and the lowei 
Nile, instead of forming an alluvia 
flat, as at present, must have deposited 
coarse sands and gravels. Upon the vet] 
uneven surface of the aubdelta deposit 
the alluvial muds and sands of the delta 
were laid down as the surface gradual 
ly subsided below the level of the Med 
iterranean. The borings have not yet 
reached bottom rock, nor were any fos 
oil organisms found that could give a 
elew as to th« age of the deeper depos- 
its or tbe length of time that was oc- 
cupied in the making of the formation.

It 
is not difficult to see how such a super 
stition should have arisen, for the 
chances that an engineer will three 
times survive the perils of collisions and 
derailments, greater for him than any 
one else on a train, are manifestly close 
to the vanishing point. To suppose that 
bis danger is greater in the third than 
in tha first wreck is of course merely 
another form of the delusion that "luck 
is bound to change." Luck does change 
as a matter of fact, but tbe assumption 
that one so called chance happening is 
governed by ita predecessors is too pre 
posterons for grave consideration b; 
anybody except the inventors and play 
ersof gambling "systems."—New Sork 
Times.

jutury two attempts were made on 
hb life of George III, the loot in 1800, 
while on Christmas eve of the aamu 
ear that famous infernal machine de- 
gned to k:!l Napoleon wus unfiucoess- 
ully fired in the streets of Paris. Ou 
March 24, 1801, the crazy Czar Paul 
met hm fate, being strangled with a 
military sash twisted into a cord by 


hands of a gigantic Circassian 


fflcer, while about half a hundred con- 
pirators waited the result to salute the 


Prince Alexander as czar. On 


an. 28, 1817, au attempt was made on 
he life of George IV, then prince re- 
ent, and on Jan. SO, 1835, President 
indrew Jackson was attacked with 


murderous intent. Louis Philippe, the 
itizen king, had a number of hair- 
readth escapes. On July 28, 1835, he 


was in imminent danger of death from 
an attack by Fieschi. On June 35, 1836, 
Aliband assaulted him; Hneniere' at- 
tack was made Dec. 37 of the same year; 
n 1840 he was in deadly peril from 
>amies, while Lecomte attempted the 
king's life on April 14, 1846, and Hen- 


on July 39 of the same year. No 


•wonder can be felt at the relief of Lonia 
n finally getting ont of Paris alive, for 
conspiracies that were detected and 
nipped in the bud ere they reached the 
stage of murderous attempt were far 
more numerous than the actual assaults. 
Frederick William IV of Prussia had 
wo narrow escapes, one on May 22, 
1850, when he was attacked by Sofelage, 
he other a few months earlier. Francis 
Foseph of Austria nearly fell a victim 
o Idbenyi on Feb. 18, 1853, bat escaped 
with a trivial wound. 


Isabella II seemed to possess a charmed 


life, for none of the bullets fired at her 
or daggers aimed at her heart took 
effect. Attempts were made on her life 
by La Biva, May 4, 1847; by Merino, 
Feb. 
2, 1852; by Raymond Fneutes, 


May 38, 1856, and over a dozen con- 
spiracies against her life were discov- 
ered and frustrated. Napoleon III lived 
to regret that he had not fallen at the 
Hands of the assassin, and that he did 
not was sheer luck, for over 20 conspir- 
acies were, at one time or another, 
formed against him and attempts on 
his life were made by Pianore, April 
28, 1885; by Bellemarre, Sept. 8 of the 
same year, and by Orsini and his com- 
panions on Jan. 14, 1858. The murder 
of President Lincoln, April 14, 1865, 
needs only to be mentioned to be re- 
called. The dagger of Shore Ali fdnnd 
the heart of Earl Mayo, governor gen- 
eral of India, Feb. 8, 1872, and on 
July 19 of tho Fame year an attempt 
was made to kill King Amadeus of 
Spain. Abdul Aziz, sultan, was tortured 
to death by his ministers June 4, 1876. 
Emperor William I was attacked three 
times—by Becker, July 14, 1861; by 
Hodel, May 11, 1878; by Nobiling, 
June 2, 1878—and Humbert of Italy 
barely escaped the pistol and btiletto of 
John Passananti, Nov. 17, 1878. Twice 
was Alfonw XII of Spain attacked, 
once by Moncasi, Oct. 25, 1878, and the 
second time by Gonzales, Dec. 80, 1879. 
Alexander II of .Russia had many nar- 
row escapes before he was finally killed. 
On April 16, 1866, ho was attacked by 
KaraKowzow in St. Petersburg; ou June 
6, 1867, by Berezowski, at Paris; on 
April 14, 1879, by Solovieff; the at- 
tempt to blow up his train was made 
Dec. 1, 1879; the explosion in the Win- 
tor palace took place Fob. 17, 18SO; the 
fatal bomb was thrown March 13. 1881, 
in St. Petersburg. President Garfield 
was shot on July 2, 1881; he died Sept 
19, while the next chief of a great coun- 
try to follow by the same means waa 
President Carnot, who was mortally 
stabbed by Cesare Santo, June 24, 1894. 


A host of smaller notables have, dur- 


ing the century, come to an untimely 
end to gratify private vengeance or 
political animosity. Spencer Percival, 
English premier, was assassinated in 
1812; Charles, due de Beri, father of 
the Count de Cbarabord, thus died iu 
J830. Capo d'Istrie, the famous Greek

Just as be was about to step aboard 
the last train for Philadelphia at 
10:40 o'clock to-night detective Witsll 
took Into custody an apparently 
thirty-year-old man, whose name to 
John £. Ford. The arrest was made 
at tbe instigation of W. T. Mearns, 
a Market street merchant, wbo 
lodged 
a 
charge 
of swindling 
against tee man. Mearns alleged 
that Ford cams tats his store at S 
o'clock to-night and bought a hat 
and cravat, proffering a postal money 
order for 126, dated Belmore, Ohio, 
acd signed by George Louis, poet- 
master. The order was made out to 
John E. Ford, and was payable by 
the postmaster of Baltimore. Mearns 
did not suspect a swindle. Be gave 
the man S22 in change and filed the 
order away. An hour afterwara a 
shoe merchant dropped In to see 
Means, and told him bow Ford had 
offered him a money order for a pair 
of shoes. 
Mearns then suspected 


f rand and lodged a complaint against 
Ford, with the result that he was 
apprehended just as be was about to 
get out of town. 


At the police station 
fourteen 


money orders, dated Belmore, Ohio, 
were found In his clothes. Five of 
the orders wen filled up and signed 
by George Louis, postmaster. The 
others wen blank.

They wen made paya- 
ble to Ford, at Baltimore. Ford de- 
clined to say when he cot the money 
orders.

All that la now needed In the oil 


fields to make business rush Is an ad- 
vance over the present price of about 
fifteen cents per barrel. An advance 
of this kind would mean employment 
for many of the oil workers who are 
Idle. A great many drillers and tool 
dressers are Idle in the various fields 
of the state, and are unable to secure 
employment of any kind at living 
wages. Should the eight hour eye- 
tern, whieh Is now being advocated 
In Toledo, be adopted, It would give 
employment to one-third more people. 
The Acme Oil Company, of tbe Ohio 
aad Indiana fields, has adopted the 
eight hour system and It la working 
very Mttsfaetnrlly to th* stockhold- 
ers of «be company, as well as tbe 
contractor and laborers on tbe wells. 
Mayor Samuel M. Jones, of Toledo, 
is the father of tbe eight hour sys- 
tem in tbe oil field, and is also presi- 
dent of the Acme Oil Company. 


AU6UST OPKBATIGHa. 


During the month of August there 


were 255 wells completed In tbe 
Northwestern Ohio oil field, of which 
33 were worthless as oil producers. 
Tbe balance show a dally output of 
7,030 barrels, or a daily average per 
well of 31| barrels. This shows a 
great revival in operations over the 
month of July, as August shows 18 
more wells completed, and an increase 
In new production of 1,815 barrels, 
which Is considered phenomenal. 


HUMS rattJJ IN THE LBAD. 


The most prominent pool In the 
Northwestern Ohio at present is the 
great Hume field, between St. Marys 
and this city, In Auglaize and Allen 
counties. Some years ago this por- 
tion of tbe field was abandoned, 
caused by the completion of a couple 
of 
dusters. Later 
developments 


show it to be very productive. 
Twenty or thirty wells have been 
completed In tbe pool of late, and 
they start oft at from 100 to 600 bar- 
rels a day, while but very few start 
below the hundred barrel mark. 
This to the best money making pool 
in the state notwithstanding the fact 
tbe production is at the lowest notch 
in the market.
